Over  three  hundred  Seniors*1 
from  twenty-seven  high  schools 
visited  the  Wartburg  College  Cam¬ 
pus  on  Senior  Day,  April  25.  Most 
of  the  guests  were  from  places  in 
Iowa,  but  a  group  came  from  St. 
Paul,  Minnesota. 

The  program  began  with  regis¬ 
tration  in  the  morning.  Visitors 
could  then  audit  classes  or  inspect 
the  dormitories,  from  9:00  to  11:00 
a.  m.  The  Wartburg  Choir  was 
featured  in  convocation  at  1 1 :00  a. 


Visiting  pastors  and  chaperons 
were  invited  to  the  president’s 
luncheon  at  12:15. 

After  lunch,  open  house  was 
held  until  1:30  p.  m.  when  the 
entire  group  of  guests,  college 
students  and  faculty  members 
watched  Wartburg  College  beat 
Simpson  College  of  Indianola, 
Iowa,  in  a  thrilling  double-header 
at  the  City  Field.

At  six  o’clock,  a  picnic  supper 
was  served  on  North  Campus.

Installation  services  for  presi¬ 
dent-elect  C.  H.  Becker  will  be 
held  May  6  at  St.  Paul's  church 
and  Parish  Hall. 

The  program  will  begin  with  di¬ 
vine  sendees  at  10:30  a.  m.  Dr. 
Emmanuel  Poppen,  president  of 
the  American  Lutheran  Church, 
will  deliver  the  sermon.  Rev.  Otto 
Fangmeyer.  pastor  of  St.  Paul's, 
will  conduct  the  liturgy  for  this 
service.  The  Wartburg  a  eappella 
choir  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
E.  Bowman  will  sing  "Send  Forth 
Thy  Spirit,”  by  Schuetky-Howarth 
during  the  morning  service. 

Following  this  service,  dinner 
will  be  served  at  the  Hotel  Fort¬ 
ner  for  all  representatives  of 
educational  institutions  and  other 
specially  invited  guests.  Dinner  for 
all  other  out-of-town  guests  is  to 
be  served  at  the  college  refectory. 
Dr.  M.  J.  Nelson,  Dean  of  the 
faculty  of  Iowa  State  Teachers 
College,  is  to  be  the  speaker  at  the 
dinner  at  the  Hotel  Fortner. 

At  2:30  p.  m.,  the  inaugural 
ceremony  will  start  with  an  aca¬ 
demic  procession  at  St.  Paul's 
Parish  Hall.  The  invocation  is  to 
be  given  by  the  Rev.  Louis  Belk, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  Wartburg  College.  Following 
the  invocation,  the  hymn,  "A 
Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God,"  will 
be  sung  by  the  congregation. 

The  main  address  of  the  after¬ 
noon  will  be  delivered  by  Dr.  J. 
Bodensieck,  president  of  Wartburg 
Seminary.  The  charge  and  induc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  president  will  be 
given  by  Dr.  Poppen,  and,  follow¬ 
ing  the  charge,  President  Becker 
will  give  the  inaugural  address. 
The  Wartburg  Choir,  singing

nounced  by  Dr.  John  Hiltner. 

Following  the  afternoon  services, 
an  all-college  reception  will  be 
held  in  the  reception  room  of 
Wartburg  Hall,  and  thus  the  In¬ 
stallation  Day  festivities  will  end.

The  Becker  family,  consisting 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Becker  and  their 
small  adopted  child,  will  move  to 
the  president's  home  in  the  near 
future.  Other  children  of  the 
Beckers  are  the  Rev.  Arthur 
Becker  of  Walla  Walla,  Washing¬ 
ton,  and  Miss  Dorothy  Becker,  who 
is  attending  college  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri. 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ed  Fintcl  of 
Byron,  Nebraska,  have  receiv¬ 
ed  word  from  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  that  their  son,  Lt.  Har- 
land  E.  Fintcl,  Is  "missing  in 
action.”  Fintcl  was  a  naviga¬ 
tor  on  a  B-29.  His  Marlanas- 
based  plane  was  one  of  eleven 
which  failed  to  return  from  a 
bombing  mission  over  Tokyo.

WHAT  PRICE  PEACE? 

The  eyes  of  the  world  are  focused  on  San  Francisco,  where  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  are  met  in  coherence  to  lay  the  foun¬ 
dations  for  a  world  organization  which  shall  guarantee  a  lasting 
peace.  The  basis  and  starting  point  for  the  deliberations  of  the  San 
Francisco  Conference  is  a  plan  evolved  at  a  similar  conference  at 
Dumbarton  Oaks  last  fall.  Dumbarton  Oaks  has  given  us  an  index 
of  the  extent  of  agreement  now  possible  among  the  United  Nations  and 
the  heavy  price  that  all  must  pay  if  unity  and  cooperation  are  to  be 
achieved.  The  Dumbarton  Oaks  proposals  are  a  masterpiece  of  com¬ 
promises  that  satisfy  no  one. 

What  price  must  we  pay  for  peace?  Dumbarton  Oaks  proposes  a 
beaurocracy,  a  world  organization  dominated  entirely  by  the  great 
powers.  The  proposed  Security  Council  in  all  emergencies  functions 
independently  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  Security  Council  is 
completely  controlled  by  the  Big  Five — the  Uunited  States,  Britain, 
Russia,  China,  and  France.  Small  nations  have  only  token  mem¬ 
bership  and  responsibility.  World  peace,  every  vital  issue,  the  very 
life  of  the  organization  itself  depends  on  the  fullest  cooperation  of 
the  great  powers.  Any  one  has  the  right  to  sit  on  its  own  case  if 
accused  of  threatening  aggression  and  the  right  to  veto  any  pro¬ 
posed  action.  In  case  of  difference  all  must  compromise  their  re¬ 
spective  viewpoints  to  the  extent  necessary  to  meet  opposing  views 
if  peace  is  to  be  maintained.  All  must  be  in  full  agreement  if  action 
is  to  result.  To  make  some  very  specific  applications — If  Russia  insists 
on  imposing  a  non-representative,  undemocratic  government  upon 
Poland,  the  United  States  and  Britain  must  agree  in  order  to  pre¬ 
serve  peace.  If  Britain  proposes  to  perpetuate  her  imperialistic 
policies  in  the  Far  East,  China  must  relinquish  her  claim  to  Hong 
Kong  to  keep  peace.  If  a  "smaller  nation"  or  a  “small  nation”  dis¬ 
turbs  the  peace,  it's  quite  a  different  matter.  It  appears  evident 
that  only  so  long  as  the  great  nations  are  both  right  and  agreed  will 
there  be  peace. 

The  world  organziation  projected  at  Dumbarton  Oaks  proposes 
a  rule  by  force  of  the  few  over  the  many,  of  the  strong  over  the 
weak.  And  it  proposes  a  peace  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  most  cherished 
principles  of  our  democracy.  Such  an  organization  might  be  able 
to  preserve  the  peace  so  long  as  the  great  powers  choose  to  work 
together  and  bear  with  each  other.  But  it  can  do  practically  noth¬ 
ing  to  preserve  the  rights  of  the  common  man,  to  champion  the 
cause  of  small  nations  and  racial  minorities,  and  to  realize  the  ideals 
of  world  democracy? 

How  much  can  San  Francisco  do  to  correct  Dumbarton  Oaks? 
What  price  in  compromises,  if  not  in  outright  denials  of  the  principles 
for  which  we  stand,  must  we  pay  for  peace?  And  will  it  be  a  just 
and  lasting  peace?  We  hope  and  pray  that  the  San  Francisco  conference 
may  go  at  least  a  few  small  steps  in  the  right  direction.  Meanwhile  we 
shall  keep  the  ultimate  goal  of  an  ideal  democratic  world  organization 
for  world  peace  and  freedom  clearly  in  view.  Some  not  unattainable 
steps  that  should  be  taken  at  this  time,  we  hold,  are  the  following. 
TTie  charter  of  a  new  league  of  nations  should  provide  international 
trusteeships  for  mandates  and  other  colonial  territories  as  a  safe¬ 
guard  aganist  imperialism.  It  should  give  small  nations  real  power 
and  responsibility  in  the  organization.  It  should  declare  its  ultimate 
goal  of  freedom  and  justice  for  all  nations  and  peoples.  And  above 
all  it  should  make  definite  provision  for  its  own  progressive  im- 
provement.  Mw

San  Francisco  Conference 
This  week  has  witnessed  the 
opening  of  the  San  Francisco  Con¬ 
ference  the  objectives  of  which 
as  yet  not  too  clear.  This  writ- 
after  listening  to  many  com¬ 
mentaries  concerning  this  history¬ 
making  event  is  quite  puzzled  by 
the  varying  opinions  expressed.  It 
is  the  unfortunate  but  sad  truth 
that  the  opening  of  the  conference 
has  been  attended  by  internal 
bickerings,  which  forebode  evil. 

Somewhat  connected  with  this 
conference  is  a  recent  article  in  the 
Christian  Century  concerning  it¬ 
self  with  the  Nazi  terror,  which  is 
reaching  its  culmination  at  this 
time  according  to  the  article.  It 
warns  that  years  ago  the  Nazis 
amed  that  should  Germany  go 
down  to  defeat,  the  Nazis,  “will 
slam  the  door  so  hard  that  the  uni- 
i  will  shake  and  mankind  will 
stand  bacic  in  stupefication." 
Plainly  the  article  asserts  that  the 
demolition  of  their  industry  by 
the  Nazis  is  part  of  the  plan  to 
destroy  all  things  including  the 
German  "soul."  The  author  warns 
that  the  aim  of  the  Nazi  under¬ 
ground  is  "to  cause  havoc  among 
occupation  and  herites  and  chaos 
in  the  heart  of  Europe.”  It  is 
shown  that  Germany  must  be 
ed  from  this  chaos  for  the  sake  of 
Europe  as  a  whole  since  Germany 
constitutes  one  of  Europe’s 
productive  states  and  due 
central  location  controls  the  des¬ 
tiny  of  the  rest.  "Let  chaos  lay 
waste  this  region,  let  60  or  70  mil¬ 
lion  be  flung  into  anarchy,  and 
desolation  will  spread  presently 
over  the  entire  continent.  As  i 
spreads,  it  will  destroy  the  world' 
hope  of  lasting  peace.”  It  is  hoped 
that  the  men  at  San  Francisco  will 
realize  the  importance  of  the  truth. 
The  American  people  are  warned 
that  a  ruthless  peace  with  Ger¬ 
many  will  be  disastrous  to  the 
world  as  a  whole.  A  staunch  anti- 
Nazi  Catholic  archbishop  has  also 
warned  the  world  that  harshness 
will  turn  Germany  to  communism 
and  make  her  worse  than 
fore.  The  article  attacks  the  devis¬ 
ion  of  Germany  among  the  great 
powers  as  being  just  what  the 
Nazis  are  working  for  since  soon 
the  four  occupying  powers  will  be 
reduced  to  a  “pack  of  snarling 
backbiting  enemies."  “Why  not  see 
the  task  in  Germany  as  primarily 
one  of  rescuing  the  Germans  from 
the  poison  of  the  Nazi  spirit  by  a 
process  of  healing,  rebuilding, 
finding  a  basis  of  spiritual  unity 
with  the  rest  of  mankind,  rather 
than  as  primarily  one  of  punish¬ 
ment?"  Germany  must  be  dealt 
with  in  the  same  spirit  as  that 
which  we  dealt  with  China  a  gen¬ 
eration  ago.  Americans  and  other
